The Proclamation. 

Tbe WMi- prociunutUoo follows: 

"Wbereas. The congress of die United 
Ststes in the exercise of tbe constitu- 
tional authority vested in them have 
resolved by joint resolution of the sen- 
ate and house of representatives bear- 
ing date this day "tnat a state of war 
between tbe United States and tbe Im- 
perial German goremment whtcb bas 
bivn thrust upon the United States la 
hereby foriiially declared; 

Whereas. It Is provided by aectloa 
of the icvtsed sUtvtcs as fol- 




Under War Conditions. 
■ Whenever iliere is declared a war 
between the United States sad sny 
foreign natiaa or ffovcraiaeBt, or any 
invasion of predatory Incursion Is per- 
petrated, rtttenipted or threatened 
iiKalnst the territory of ihe United 
Stiiti-s liy .-iuy foreign nation i>r ^ov- 

oruueut and tbe prudent makes pub- 
He proefasMtkm of the event, all ns- 

tlves, citizens, denize n« or subjects of 
hostile nation or governn;>.nt being 
mules of till' u>;e of fourteen years and 
Upward who stuill be within the Unit- 
ed States and not actnally naturalised, 
shall be liable to be apprehended, re- 
strained, secured and removed as slien 
eneuiie.-.. 

To Watch Conduct of Aliens. 
"Tbe presideat Is authorised la any 
such event by bis proclamation there- 
of, or other public acts, to direct the 

eouduct to bi <»|pS4-rved on the part of 
the I'liiii'ii St;a»!s toward the aliens 
who l)ec(iia<? so liable; the manner 
and degrt^ of the restraint to wbicb 
they shall be subject and In what cases 
and ujioji \vli:i) !iri!y tlieir residence 
shall bi' [i. riiiitied. ami to provide for 
the reuiov ;.l of those who. not being 
Iiermitted to reside within tbe United 
Ststes. refuse or neglect to depart 
ther rt rooi; and to cstablMi any such 
rogulntlons which are found necessaiT 
in the preadses aad for the poMlc 

safety ; 

'•Whereas. By sections 4,068. 4,(X>11 
and 4,070 of tbe revised statutes, fur- 
ther provision is made relative to alien 

enemies ; 

Proclaims State of War. 

"Now. ih-M ,.f,)ie. I, Woodrow Wilson, 
president of tbe United States of 
America, do hereby prortaim, to all 
whom it nay c s oeer u . that a state of 
war exists between the United States 
and the imperial (Jeriuan government. 

"I do specially direct ail oOicerK, 
civU or ayiltary. of tbe United States, 
that they exercise vii^nce snd seal 
in the discbarge of the duties incident 
u> such a slate of war; and I do. more- 
over, eanie.stly appeal to all .\inerioau 
citiz<Mjs that they, in loyal devotion 
to their couuiry, dedicated from its 
foondatiaa to the principles of liberty 
and justice, uphold the laws of the 
the land and give undivided and willing 
support- to ilmse measures which may 
be adopted by the constitutional au- 
thorities in iwwai I iilim the war te a 
successful Issue and in obtsinlng a se- 
cure and just peace ; and acting under 
and by virtue of the iiutiiority ve.'.ted 
in uie by the Coiistiiutiou of tbe 
United States and tlie said sections of 
the revised statutes, 1 do heM>y far- 
ther proclsim and direct ttat the eon- 
duct to be observed on the part of the 
Unitetl States toward.s all natives, citi- 
zens, denizens or sulijocts of Geraianv, 
teing male of tbe age of fourteen years 
and u pwarda, who shall he within the 
United States and not actually natural- 
ized, who for the purpose of this proc- 
lamation and under such S( < lioa.s of 
tbe revised statutes are termed alien 
raswiiis. ahaU be aa Conows: 
As to Alien Bnemlea. 

"All alien enemies are enjoined to 
preserve the peace towards the United 
Suites and to refrain from crime 
against the public safety and from vio- 
lating the laws of tbe United Sutes 
aisdef the states and territories there- 
of, and to* refrain from actual hostili- 
ties or giving information, aid or com- 
fort to tlie enemies of the United 
States and to comply strictly with the 
regulations which are herebf or may 
be froni time to time promalgatcd by 
the presid en t, and so long as they shsll 
con'Iuet tlieniselves in accordance with 
the law, they shall be undisturbed in 
the peaceful pursuit of their iives and 
occ-upatioQs and be accorded tbe con- 
sideratian ins to aU psacefdl and law- 
abiding per so ns , except so far as re- 
strictions msy be necessary for their 
own protection and for the safety of 
the United Stuies ; and towards such 
alien enemies as conduct tlieinselves 
In accordance wttb law. all cltixens of 
tbe United ttttm are enjoined to pre- 
serve thepeaeeaad to treat them with 
all such fHcndliaeas aa may be eom- 
patlhle with Toy^alty a«i iMWghuKe to 
thi;.

"And all alien rBiSrtni ^ho fall «o 
conduct themselves aa so enjoined, la 
addition to all other penalties pre- 
scribed by law, shall be liable to re- 
straint, or to give security, or to re- 
move and depart from the United 
States lo the manner prescribed by 
Nectlons 4000 i|pd 4070 of the revised 
statutes, and as prescribed In the 
roKnIntions tinly pronnilgated by the 

).Tt S!(i( lit. 

"Ami pur>-iiaiif to the authority vest- 
ed in me, I lu reby declare and estab- 
lish the following regulations, which 
I find necessary In the premises sad 
for the public safety: 

"1. An uiien enemy shall not have in 
his possessi^iD at any time or place 
any firearms, weapons or implements 
of war or component parts thereof, am- 
munition. BHUElin or other silencer, 
arms or explosives or material used 
in the mnnufacture of explosives; 
Bars Wireless Use. 

"2. An alien enemy sl'.ali not have In 
bis possession at any time or place or 
use or operate any aircraft or wireless 
apiraratos or snyy form of signaling 
device or pay tono of cipher code or 
an.v p: i>er. document or book, written, 
or printed in cipher, or In wMch thsin 
m*.y l>e invisible writing. 

"S. property found in the posses- 
sion of an alien enemy in violation ct 
tlie foregoing regtilatlons Shall be sab- 
ject to .^eizure by the United States. 

"4. An alien enemy shall not ap- 
proach or be found withing one-half 
of a mile of any federal or state fort, 
caa^k, arsenal, aircraft station, gov- 
ernment or naval ve^i.sel. navy yard, 
factory or worlishop for the manufac- 
ture of uumitioos of war or any prod- 
ucts for the use of the army or navy. 
Maldng of Threata Barred. 

**5. An alien enemy shni! not write, 
print or pubii-sh any altack or threat 
against tbe government or congress of 
the United States or either brAnch 
thereof, or against' the persons or 
property of any person in the military, 
naval or civil service of the Unite<l 
States or of the states or territories 
or of tbe District of Columbia or. of 
the municipal governments therein. 

"G. An alien . neiuy shall not commit 
or abet any hostile acts against the 
United States or give infoiMallsn, aid 
or comfort to its enemies. 

"7. An sllen enemy shall not reside 
in. or continue to reside in, to remain 
in or enter any locality which the 
president may from tiiiie to time disig- 
nate by an executive order as a pro- 
hibitive area In which resldenee by 
an alien enemy shall be found by him 
to constitute a danger to the public 
peace and safety of the United States, 
except by permit from the president 
and except under such limitations or 
restrictions as the president msy pre- 
scribe. 

Detention Provided. 
"8. An alien enemy wbom the presi- 
dent shall have reaaoaabie cause to 
believe to be siding, or about to aid. 
the enemy, or to be at large to the 
daiijer of the pui>lic peace or safety 
of tbe United States, or to be about to 
violate any of these rt^gulaiions, shall 
renwve to sny location designated by 
the president by exeeotive ord^. and 
shall not remove therefrom without 
permit, or siiall depart from tbe Unit- 
ed statea la aa M«nli«d by the pnsl- 
dent. 

Muift Qet ^smsissieii ^e Leaveu 

•"9. .No alien enemy shall depart 
from the United Slates until he shall 
have ree, ived such permit as the pres- 
ident shall prescribe or excqrt upon 
order ef a eonrt. Jndse or jostiea, nn- 
der sections 4jm and 4jm ef the re- 
vised statntetv 

"10. No alien enemy shall and In or 
enter tbe United States except under 
such restrictions ^nd at soch places as 
the president may prescribe. 

•*11. If necessary to prevent viola- 
tion of the regulations all alien ene- 
mies will be obliged to register. 
May Be Arrested Upon Suspieien. 

"112. An alien enemy whom there msy 
tie reasonable cause to believe to be 
aiding or about to aid the enemy, or 
who lie at large to the danger of tbe 
public peace or safety or who violates 
or attempts to viol.Tte or of whom 
there is rea.sonable groun<ls to believe 
that he is about to violate any regula- 
tion to be promulgated by tbe presi- 
dent or any crinlnal law of tiie United 
States, or of the states or territories 
thereof will t>e subject to summary ar- 
rest hy the United States marshal or 
his deputy or such other officers ss tbe 
president rimll deeignate, and eontoe- 
nient in such penitential^, prison.

The Senate adopted the report of the 
Conference Cominittee, recedins: from 
the amendment providing that the 
deeds must show the true considera- 
tion, which had been pat in the State 
Tax Commission bill by Senator San- 
j ders.

' then was put on iu passage, aad pass, 
ed by the vote of 24 to 12.

necessary to raise this fimd. 

Measured by the call of Governor 
Stanley. Speaker Duffy held that the 
bill is iiut germane, but left the ques- 
tion as to whether the contingency 
which has arisen since tbe call de- 
maads such legislation. The question 
then was pat to a vote. 

The bni of Representative Hutch- 
craft, which increases the franchise 
tax of corporations, excepting banks 
and trust companies, buildbig and lean 
association and foreign Insurance com- 
panies from SO cento on tbe 11.000 of 
authorized capital stock to 50 cents, 
was adopted as a substitute to the 
Harvey excise bill and laaaed by the 
House, 71 to 3. *

Calls on All To Aid Navy. 

Gov. Stanley Issued a proclamation 
calling ui>on business men, newspapers 
and othws to lend their aid in the 
extension of the esll tor enlisted men 
made by the Navy Department. The 
need for men to man and equip the 
vessels of the United States navy up 
to war strength has caused the Navy 
Departaaent to faad out a large num- 
ber of posters and other advertise- 
ments, and the governor's proclama- 
tion is Ini " 
publicity. 

Reduoes Taxes on' Live Stock. 

Taxes of farmers on their live stock, 
based on the assessment of $63,581,-
